A Look Forward.—So swiftly has time slipped across the months, weeks, 
and hours, the greetings of the beginning and close of the year seem hardly more 
than the “ good-morning ” and “ good night” of aday. We have traveled happily 
together in the past, and trust that the way of the future may be wider, richer, 
and more consecrated. These results would seem to naturally follow such an 
annual meeting as that held in Lowell. All who are connected with special work 
for the Missionary HELPER surely received inspiration for more loving as well as 
more vigorous service. 

Our purpose in the coming year, as in the past, is to do our very best under 
the circumstances, believing that added experience and improved circumstances 
will make advancement possible. We regret that it is impossible to satisfy all 
readers on account of the great diversity of opinion as to what our little magazine 
should include. If we do not forget that it is primarily and distinctively a mis- 
sionary periodical, it will help us to be patient over the exclusion of what would 
be desirable and delightful elsewhere ; and, if we remember that a wider circula- 
tion would make many improvements possible, we will increase our effort in that 
direction. 

Illustrations will be continued more effectively on better paper. A special 
feature will be articles about several of our India stations, accompanied with 
directions and diagrams for the use of the sand-map. Sketches and portraits of 
missionaries, and “ Lesson Incidents ” in their lives, will not be wholly discon- 
tinued. Helps for monthly meetings will, as usual, be a vital part of the table 
of contents. Gleanings about world-wide missions, exercises, recitations and 
stories, bearing upon the subject, will appear. Plans are maturing for brightening 
the Junior Department and making it more helpful and acceptable to the chil- 
dren. Suggestive articles, both original and selected, on spiritual experience and 
happy home-making will be forthcoming in the department of Practical Chris- 
tian Living. New books for missionary reading will be announced in the Janu- 
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ary number. Local workers will still be “at home” in our pages, and the 
treasurer will keep us in touch with the general accomplishments and needs 
through her “ Notes.” 

We heartily thank our workers and readers for the many words of apprecia- 
tion and goodwill so freely spoken and written, and for their patience with the 
sometimes unavoidable omissions and errors. We thank the agents who have so 
enthusiastically and successfully worked for that much desired wider circulation. 
Finally, we wish you one and all, in America and across the sea, a right Merry 
Christmas. 

Votes.—Limitations of space are particularly trying this month when there 
are so many pleasant things—unrecordable in the more practical “‘ Minutes ”— 
to tell about the annual meeting. Atmospheres often speak as truly as actions. 
. ... The thoughtful ard suggestive review of the year and outlook of the 
future, as presented in the address of the president, Mrs. Mary A. Davis, will ap- 
pear in January. Mrs, Cheney, who has made a loving study of the women of 
the Bible, gave a very original and beautiful Bible reading on “ Lydia, the first 
European convert.” A spirit of deep earnestness pervaded the half-hour devo- 
tional service for “our country.” The chain uf prayer in the morning that 
God’s will might be done in spite of any personal preference, through and beyond 
the discussion on the unification plan that was to take place in the afternoon, 
was an assurance of the harmony which actually prevailed. A gentleman said 
that he never saw anything like it in any meeting. The decision, which was a 
compromise (see report in Minutes), seemed to satisfy even the most widely 
diverse opinions. . . . A pretty episode of Wednesday afternoon was the pre- 
sentation, to the president, by Miss DeMeritte, of a gavel tied with the newly 
chosen colors of the society. Miss DeMeritte aptly compared the significance 
of the blue and gold—fidelity and solidity—to the character of the recipient, and 
assumed that the gift would be used only in love.

OF THE 
FREE BAPTIST WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
MINUTES. 


THE twenty-third annual meeting of the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary 
Society was held at the Chelmsford St. Free Baptist church, Lowell, Mass., Oct. 
14, 1896, according to the following call : 

The annual meeting of the Free Baptist Woman's Society will be held in the Free Baptist church, 
Chelmsford St., Lowell, Mass., on Wednesday, Oct. 14, 1896, at half-past two o'clock in the afternoon, 
for the election of officers for the year ensuing, and to transact such other business as may legally 
come before it. ALICE M. METCALF, Rec. Sec. 

Carolina, R. I., Sept. 14, 1896. 

The president was in the chair. Devotional service was led by Mrs. M. R. 
Wade. The 34th Psalm was read by the recording secretary. Prayer was 
offered by Mrs. S. C. G. Avery. 

Voted, To accept the recommendation of the board, that we adopt the two 
colors blue and gold as our society colors. The blue meaning loyalty, the gold 
solidity. 

At this time Miss L. A. DeMeritte in well chosen words presented our pres- 
ident with a gavel tied with ribbons blue and gold. 

Voted, To accept the records of the board of mangers. 

The following pages were appointed by the chair, Mrs. E. G. Russell and 
Miss F. R. Blood. Rev. E. W. Porter was introduced and brought greetings to the 
society. Rev. H. Lockhart also spoke words of cheer. 

Report of the treasurer was accepted. Report of the New England secre- 
tary was read by Mrs. M. W. DeMerritt, and received. It was referred to a 
committee on resolutions to be hereafter appointed. 

Mrs. M. G. Osgood, Mrs. S. A. Porter, Mrs. C. S. Perkins were appointed a 
committee on resolutions. A solo was rendered by Mrs. Anna Ellis Dexter. 

Voted, To accept the reports of the Western secretary and Western com- 
mittee. 

Report of the New England secretary for children’s work was accepted. 
The report of secretary of children’s work in the West was accepted, and sug- 
gestions referred to the resolution committee. The following committee for 
nominating officers was appointed: Mrs. O. W. Fullum, Maine; Mrs, A. L. 
Russell, Massachusetts ; Mrs. M. W. DeMerritt, New Hampshire; Mrs. J. M. 
Hooper, Rhode Island; Mrs. Jennie Greenleaf, Maine. The time now arrived 
when Mrs. F. K. Chase was to conduct her exercise with the sand-‘map. The 
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children were present in large numbers. Mrs. Chase was ably assisted by Mrs. 
E. H. Roberts, and Mrs. A. E. Dexter added interest by her sweet songs. Prayer 
was Offered by Mrs. M. A. Davis. 

Voted, To adjourn to 7.30 P. M. 

7.30 P. M. 

Session opened with a service of prayer for our country led by Mrs. J. M. 
Hooper. An address of welcome was given by Rev. H. Lockhart, pastor of the 
church. Response by Mrs. A. M. Metcalf. The president’s address was read. 
Solo by Mrs. A. E. Dexter. Report of corresponding secretary was read and 
accepted. Address, ‘At Home with the Missionary HE.per,” Mrs. Nellie 
Wade Whitcomb, editor. Solo, Mrs. W. S. Davis. Collection. Address, “ Call 
to Prayer and Thank- Offering,” Mrs. S. A. Porter. Address, “‘ Personal Respon- 
sibility,” Miss L. A. LeMeritte. Solo, Mrs. Dexter. Adjourned to 8.30 Thur$- 
day, Oct. 15. 


OCT. 15, 8.30 A. M. 

The society met according to adjournment. President was in the chair. 
Session opened with a prayer service led by Mrs. C. A. Ricker. Prayer was 
offered by Mrs. KF. H. Andrews. Records of last meeting were read and ap- 
proved. Report of publisher of Missionary HELPER was read and adopted. 
Record of board of managers was read and approved. Report of committee on 
Bureau of Missionary Intelligence was accepted. The following report of com- 
mittee on international day of prayer was accepted : 

An invitation to this society to join with other organizations in observing an 
annual day of humiliation and prayer the last Thursday in February of each year, 
has been received and carefully and cordially considered. While we enter into the 
spirit of the day we feel that it will be more practical for our auxiliaries to con- 
tinue the observance of the day at their regular meeting in February, and we call 
on all our sisters in churches where there is no auxiliary to observe the last

The report of the nominating committee was accepted, and the following 
officers of the society were elected for the year. [See page 4]. 

The following delegates were presented: Mrs. C. A. Ricker, Lewiston, Me. ; 
Mrs. O. W. Fullum, Portland, Me. ; also a letter of greeting from Mrs. Sarah C. 
Waldron of Farmington, N. H. 

Voted, To adopt the following resolution concerning the adjusting of the 
constitutions of the states and general society : 

‘Whereas the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society as an incorporated 
body sustains certain legal relations to its auxiliaries, therefore, Resolved, that 
we urge through all yearly meeting and state associations to adopt the constitu- 


* 
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tion for yearly meeting and state association auxiliaries as given in the Manual 
of the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society, especially the article referring to 
name and membership.” 

The oath of office was administered to the recording secretary by Mr. E. G. 
Russell, justice of the peace, Lowell, Mass. 

The vote concerning the use of better paper for cuts in the HELPER was 
discussed and again approved. 

The chairman of the publication committee reported. 

Voted, To refer her report back to the committee. 

Mrs. Jennie Greenleaf, delegate from the Maine F. B. Woman’s Missionary 
Society, was introduced, and by request read a paper on the MIssIONARY HELPER, 
presented at the annual meeting of the society at Bath, Me. 

Voted, That the matter of premiums for subscriptions to the HELPER be re- 
ferred to the publication committee. © 

The treasurer was authorized to pay the dues to the Woman’s Council for 
the ensuing year. 

A motion that the committee of Bureau of Missionary Intelligence have 
pamphlets and articles prepared for sale at the quarterly meetings and associa- 
tions was referred to the committee on resolutions. 

After singing a hymn, the meeting adjourned to 2 P. M. 

THURSDAY, Oct. 15, 2 P. M. 

The society met according to adjournment. An interesting and helpful 
Bible reading was given by Mrs. E. B. Cheney. Solo, Mrs. A. E. Dexter. 

The report of the committee on the plan for unification of denominational 
forces was presented as follows : 

The committee appointed by this society to present a report on the plan for 
unification approved by its board and the Board of General Conference of Free 
Baptists, beg leave to make the following report: 

1. We recommend the adoption of the plan which reads as follows: 


PREAMBLE, 

Whereas we, the Board of the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society, have received from the 
executive committee of the Board of General Conference of Free Baptists a plan for the unification 
of denominational forces; and 

Whereas said Roard of the Woman's Missionary Society appreciates the spirit and intention of 
said plan, and recognizes that denominational progress may require this unity, and at the same time 
seeing the need of modification of this plan in order to win the co-operation of the Free Baptist 
Woman's Missionary Society; therefore, we beg leave to return the plan with the following modifi- 


cations. 
GENERAL PLAN. 


This plan provides for one treasury for the General Conference of Free Baptists; which shall re- 
ceive and disburse all funds for general denominational work. home and foreign missions, and 
education. The incorporation of the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society shall be perpetuated 
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for the care of its invested funds, for the disbursement of the income thereof, and for other purposes, 
among which are such as are set forth in the following sections : 


SECTION I. There shall be a transference to General Conference of the existing organizations 
of said society, that is, its yearly meeting or association, quarterly meeting, auxiliary, and children’s 
societies, with as little change as possible to adapt them to be used by said Conference in carrying 
forward its work. 


SECTION II. The constitution of General Conference shall be so changed as to admit one 
woman delegate from each yearly meeting or association society and the Woman's Missionary Soci- 
ety on the basis of one delegate from each one hundred life members. 


SECTION III. General Conference shall change its constitution so as to provide for a general 
secretary, who shall be nominated by the Woman's Missionary Society and elected by General Con- 
ference. Said secretary shall have the oversight of the transferred organizations, yearly meeting or 
association, quarterly meeting, auxiliary, and children’s societies, and their enlarged work, under 
direction of General Conference or its Board; and through this secretary the Woman's Missionary 
Society may convey suggestions or plans regarding these societies and their work to the General 
Conference or its Board for their consideration and action. Said secretary shall co-operate with the 
field secretary through correspondence in carrying out the plans of General Conference and its 
Board, shall have charge of correspondence with foreign mission fields, and shall prepare the annual 
reports of home and foreign mission work. 


SECTION IV. The constitution shall be further changed so as to include the treasurer and gen- 
eral secretary of General Conference and the president of the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary 
Society as members of the Board of the General Conference of Free Baptists. 


SECTION V. There shall be a standing committee on foreign affairs, who shall have oversight 
of all foreign mission work under supervision of Conference Board, of which one-half shall be nom- 
inated by the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society. Other committees of Conference Board, 
such as finance and executive, shall have at least one-third women. 


SECTION VI. The committee in India or any other foreign field of Free Baptists, having over- 
sight of the mission work in them, shall include all the missionaries, from which they may appoint an 
executive committee equally of men and women. 


SECTION VII. There shall be a missionary magazine similar in character to the MISSIONARY 
HELPER, so changed as to include all our denominational benevolences, the editor in chief of which 
shall be nominated by the board of the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society, and elected by the 
General Conference of Free Baptists. The publication committee having in charge the financial 
management of said magazine under direction of the General Conference Board shall consist of at 
least one-half women. 


SECTION VIII. The General Conference shall assume the obligations of the Free Baptist Wom- 
an’s Missionary Society as relates to its foreign work and certain departments of Storer College not 
cared for by the income of its invested funds. The policy of General Conference shall be to provide 
for all our benevolent work as affecting men, women, and children as impartially as possible, and 
shall not increase appropriations in any department where there is an indebtedness against the treas- 
ury of that department, and while any indebtedness exists this unification shall not take place. 

SECTION IX. General Conference shall see that the present constitution requiring that a least 
one-third of the Conference Board shall be women shall remain unchanged. 

SECTION X. Should this plan or any of its conditions require change at any time, it shall be 
done by mutual consent of the General Conference of Free Baptists or its Board and the Free Bap- 
tist Woman's Missionary Society or its Board. 


NOTE.—In making this plan and its modifications, it is recognized that three years must pass 
before it can become operative. Should this plan be approved by the Conference Board, said Board 
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will see that the changes called for in the constitution of General Conference are given notice of at 
the next session of General Conference, and this Woman's Board will see that this plan is submitted 
to the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society for its consideretion before final action is taken by 
General Conference three years hence, 


2. We recommend this plan be submitted to yearly meeting and state asso- 
ciation auxiliaries after it has been adopted by General Conference and the 
proposed changes have been made in its constitution. 

3. We recommend that this plan become operative when it receives the 
approval of four-fifths of the yearly meeting and state association auxiliaries. 

By approval is meant a two thirds vote of the members present at any annual 
meeting of said yearly meeting and state association auxiliary, of which a two 
weeks’ notice has been given in the A/orning Star or Free Baptist, and in which 
notice of the submission of this plan has been especially mentioned as an item 
of business. S. C. G. Avery, Sec. of Com. 

Voted, To consider the report item by item. Moved that the first item be 
adopted. After a lengthy discussion Miss L. A. DeMeritte offered an amend- 
ment, which was adopted, as follows: ‘‘ Should the General Conference of Free 
Baptists approve of the plan submitted by the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary 
Society committee, and change its constitution in harmony with said plan, we, as 
a F. B. Woman’s Missionary Society, do hereby pledge ourselves to submit said 
plan to yearly meetings and state association auxiliaries, and, whenever four-fifths 
of the yearly meeting and state association auxiliaries approve the plan, it shall 
be ratified by the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society.” 

Nore.—By four-fifths of the yearly meeting and state association auxiliaries, 
is meant a two-thirds vote of the members present at any annual meeting of state 
association auxiliary, of which a two weeks’ notice has been given in the Morning 
Star or Free Baptist, and in which notice the submission of this plan has been 
specifically mentioned as an item of business. The first item was then adopted as 
amended. 

Voted, That the remainder of the report of the committee be laid upon the 
table. Mrs. E. B. Cheney read a very sweet poem composed by Mrs. V. G. 
Ramsey. She also spoke lovingly of our sister, and asked that her books might 
be secured. 

The following resolutions were adopted :

Kate J. Anthony, our careful supervisor 
of the Bureau of Missionary Intelligence, our warmest sympathy in her severe 
physical affliction, and pledge our prayers for her speedy recovery. 

Resolved, That we forward to our dear kindergarten missionary in India, 
Miss Beebee M. S. Phillips, through our corresponding secretary, expressions of 
our continued love and our deepest regrets in view of the cross that has come to 
her in a forced delay of taking up her chosen work, and beg her to realize that 
our Heavenly Father can and doubtless will render these days of waiting so rich 
in heavenly trust and passive courage that they will beautify and enhance the 
usefulness of her coming years. 

Whereas our dear sister, Mrs. Caroline Rradbury, has been called to her 
heavenly home, Resolved, That we hereby give expression to our great sense of 
loss in the affliction that has taken from our number a noble Christian woman 
of rare executive ability, and from our publication committee one of its oldest 
and most valued members, and that we pledge ourselves to emulate her worthy 
example of fidelity and loyalty. Resolved, That we tender our warmest sympa- 
thies to the bereaved family, rejoicing that over against the cloud of their great 
sorrow is the light from her beautiful life.

Whereas, recognizing the importance of our day of prayer and our thank- 
offering as means of deepening our dependence upon God, and our consecration 
in the use of the silver and gold which are his, therefore, Reso/ved, That we ear- 
nestly urge auxiliaries and churches East and West to observe the day of prayer 
and the thank- offering, carrying out the program given in the MissIoNARY HELPER 
for each as far as possible. 

Whereas Mrs. E. B. Chamberlain has served the Free Baptist Woman’s 
Missionary Society faithfully and well as auditor since its organization, it gives us 
pleasure to express our gratitude for what she has done. May the tender care 
of our Heavenly Father be over her in all her work of love in the future. 

Coming to our annual meeting of the Woman’s Missionary Society from the 
darkness and rain without, and appreciating the sunshine of cordial welcome 
and generous hospitality of the past three days, we return our heartiest thanks 
to the members and friends of the Chelmsford St. F. B. church, confident that 
their welcome to “ our Father’s house ” is more certainly assured by this labor 
of love “ in His name.”

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REPORTS OF HOME SECRETARIES.

AGAIN we come to the review of another year’s work of this part of the home 
field. The reports of the several state secretaries are as follows: 


MAINE. 

President, Mrs. Mary R. Wade, Dover; recording secretary, Mrs. Adelaide 
B. Webber, North Berwick. 

In Maine there are 252 churches and 17 conferences or quarterly meetings. 
All save one quarterly meeting have contributed. Five have given more than 
last year, and ten less. Those that have more than raised their apportionment 
are Anson, Cumberland, Bowdoin, and York. Bowdoin is the banner, and Cum- 
berland and York follow. One quarterly meeting reports a gain in auxiliaries ; 
but as four have not reported we cannot give the number of auxiliaries in the 
state. The most of the bands have merged into junior societies, and there has 
been some increase. The thank-offering meetings as far as reported have raised 
about $200. The amount raised in the state (aside from ten-cent tax) is 
$1770.34, which is less than last year. The causes of our deficit are the finan- 
cial depression, lack of denominational loyalty (in some instances moneys that 
should have come to us have been given to other channels), also the extra sums 
that were given last year for Miss Coombs’s return passage. 

Maine was asked to increase its subscription for the HELPER to seven hun- 
dred. Through the enthusiastic and persevering efforts of its agents, it has mores 
than met its apportionment. Our annual meeting in Bath was enthusiastic, and 
we enter upon the new year with good courage.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

President, Mrs. M. M. Pinkham, Alton; recording secretary, Miss Ella C. 
Hurd, Manchester ; corresponding secretary, Mrs. W. H. Getchell, Lakeport. 

We are obliged to acknowledge with sincere regret the incompleteness of 
our report. Miss Hurd said in her report last year, ‘‘ We are slow to adopt new 
plans or to get organized.” Herein is the difficulty: the secretaries of the aux- 
iliaries do not co-operate with the Q. M. secretaries, hence there can be no 
report of all the work done by our women. 

Out of the 100 churches we can report only 31 auxiliaries, 12 bands, and 
432 copies of the HELPER taken. 

The week following our yearly meeting held in June of last year, letters with 
apportionment were sent to quarterly meeting secretaries, and as early as the 
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middle of August we sent the annual circular letter to every church in the state. 
This letter announced that $1600 was to be raised in our auxiliaries. It also 
gave the names of the officers for the year, the apportionment for each quarterly 
meeting, our needs, etc. Again, the first of January, this letter went into all the 
churches, and to many persons beside the proper officers, that if possible there 
might be begotten a little enthusiasm in our work. Advice was generally given 
to observe the day of prayer, and we are glad to be able to report that this call 
was observed in many churches. We should be especially grateful for this if we 
believe, with the poet, that “ more things are wrought by prayer than this world 
dreams of.” 

Early in April, letters were sent to each quarterly meeting secretary, urging 
her to work up the thank-offering service in the churches of her quarterly meeting. 

From the few facts which we have been able to gather from the churches, 
we are encouraged to believe that the N. H. W. M.S. is stronger than ever be- 
fore in its history, for even in these hard times it has been able to raise its 
apportionment of sixteen hundred dollars. It has been gratifying to note the 
advance along the line of missionary instruction, the work done among the 
young people’s societies and in the Sunday: schools especially. One school is now 
caring for three scholars in India, and has lately graduated one. 

In some of our auxiliaries much good work has been done in the way of 
distributing clothing and money to the needy in the South and West. One 
auxiliary reports having sent seven barrels of clothing to Nebraska. We are sure 
that all our auxiliaries are trying to be true, and to have a part in the great 
whole ; and that in many not reported, a good work is being done for missions. 

With deep gratitude to God for the blessings of the past year, let us look 
hopefully forward.

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MASSACHUSETTS.

The Woman’s Missionary Society of the Massachusetts Association can re- 
port progress during the past year. The officers remain the same as last year, 
and we are well organized, having an executive committee, an agent for the Mis- 
SIONARY HELPER, and a superintendent of children’s work. Of the churches in 
the association, Haverhill has the largest auxiliary of seventy-one members, and 
Amesbury has the largest mission band of twenty members. The work of in- 
structing the Sunday-schools to contribute regularly for missions goes steadily 
forward. Several native teachers are being supported in India. ‘The annual 
thank- offering has become a delightful occasion with us, being observed in nearly 
all of our churches. A gain of 14 has been made in the number of HELPERS 
taken, which is now 253. We would recognize the good providence which sends 
one of our number, Miss Costellow, as a missionary, but regret she could not go 
to our own field, for want of funds. It gives us great pleasure to entertain this 
twenty: third annual meeting of the Woman’s Missionary Society.

RHODE ISLAND. 

President, Mrs. Ella H. Andrews, Providence ; secretary, Mrs. Ella Evans 
Stanton, Providence. 

In various respects the last year has been one of our best. Our total re- 
ceipts have been $1229.39, but not as much as either of the two years previous ; 
success, however, is not always told in figures. 

The marked feature of our year has been the work done by our young peo- 
ple for the support of Miss Beebee Phillips. One year ago we became responsi- 
ble for her salary, having already raised a generous portion of her outfit and 
passage. It was our purpose from the beginning to look to our young people 
and children to raise her salary ; as they responded so generously for her outfit, 
we felt sure they would secure the salary. Soon they became enthused with the 
idea of having a young people’s missionary, and when the year was but half 
spent the Young People’s Union asked if they might become responsible for the 
work, and thereby claim Miss Beebee for their very own. Never did a true 
mother fail to enjoy the development of her child, and not less did the Woman’s 
Society fail to appreciate the growth of her youth, and very gladly did we yield 
our charge to younger but not less faithful hands. Thus Miss Beebee has be- 
come the missionary of the R. I. F. B. Young People’s Union. 

Our other lines of work have not suffered materially while the new work was 
being pushed. Our auxiliary work has been held to its usual standard and some 
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growth has been apparent. At our last annual meeting it was noticeable that 
some of our quiet, timid women were coming to the front; and it seems that 
their development has come through the influence of the auxiliary. We fully 
believe that in all the years of our work the auxiliary has been the unit of power, 
for it is there that the missionary idea reaches the heads and hearts of our wom- 
en. Again we would say, “ Exalt the auxiliary.”

From the statements of these workers and a general survey of the condition 
of the various societies comprising this section, there seems much ground for 
encouragement. ‘There is evidently no falling off in interest or effort. Gain has 
been made in various ways. 

It appears to be true also, that, while there is no less devotion to the con- 
viction which characterized our earlier years and efforts, that it is duty to send the 
gospel to those destitute of its blessings, there is more recognition of the value of 
organized methods of working, of system in giving, and of the importance of in- 
telligence concerning mission fields and operations. While this is so, there is 
still need of calling attention to a few common yet important things. First, that 
there be more care and definiteness and promptness in the making and sending 
of reports. Second, that greater effort be made to raise the full amount needed 
for the object whose support has been assumed, and that when moneys are sent 
to the treasurer care be taken to specify for just what the sum has been con- 
tributed. No state society ordinarily ought to fail to care for its owa missionary’s 
salary in full, and every auxiliary or band or Sunday-school should see that its 
promise to sume special object of support, whether native teacher or scholar, is met. 

If a society is looking for an object for which to contribute especially, there 
are several children in the Sinclair Orphanage not provided for. It is confident- 
ly hoped that a widows’ home will soon be opened, which will be another object 
for our contributions and our prayers. No class of the population of India 
appeals more to Christian women than do the widows. 

I would like to commend in the report of the Maine state society, as worthy 
of attention and adoption, that four quarterly meetings have more than raised 
their apportionment; in New Hampshire the sending of circular explanatory 
letters to the auxiliaries, and the example of the good woman who has given 
$1000 this year as a tund, the income to be used where most needed. The 
young people of Rhode Island are to be especially commended for assuming the 
support of our first kindergarten missionary, Miss Beebee Phillips ; and also the 
children everywhere who are interested in the care of Miss Barnes, the children’s 
missionary. 
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The thank offering has become a fact among us ; experience teaches that its 
annual observance is rich in blessing to the individual and the church, and its 
importance may well be emphasized. A larger sum has come into the treasury 
as a result of the offerings this year than heretofore. 

A new feature to be mentioned is the Emergency League, a careful, well- 
timed measure for the protection of our promise to the workers and the work 
abroad. It now has one hundred and one members. Two hundred strong is 
the number wanted who will give as they are able in case of need to prevent an 
empty treasury. 

As a conclusion from this review and from the year’s experience, it would 
seem that there well might be no hesitation to adopt even broader plans, wider 
views, and more comprehensive measures. Do we respond to the present op- 
portunity if in any part of this favored home field we are content to hold forth a 
glimmering taper instead of the full electric light? ‘Toward this end of enlarge- 
ment let us emphasize every department of our work, having the children 
marshaled under the leadership of wide-awake state children’s secretaries and 
efficient active state agents for the MissionaRY HELPER, and let every state soci- 
ety publish and circulate a report of its own work, as does Rhode Island, as an 
effective means of education. And why may we not have an auxiliary in every 
church? As an encouragement I would emphasize the suggestion already made 
that there be a banner, to be held next year by the state which makes the largest 
increase in auxiliaries, on which shall be inscribed “ The world for Christ,” and 
our Own expressive motto, “ Faith and works win.” 

Above all, we will not forget “ the faith in God that believes he can com- 
mend the resources and the workers, and build up his kingdom through us in 
our own beloved India.” 

As I close this report, the preparation of which has been a loving service for 
my friend Mrs. Jordan, now in Europe, I would like to express my congratula- 
tions that the society holds its annual meeting with so rich a program, though it 
be not in conjunction with and cheered by other kindred societies, as has been 
its experience for these twenty-two years. In the evolution of the missionary 
society there have been stages of progress. We have come into the higher de- 
velopment. Working with the divine plan we are yet to see and know greater 
things.

While 
we have done more purely missionary work the past year, we have not dimin- 
ished the local work in the newer churches. 

Michigan sends a better report than for some time, yet much of the work 
there is unreported. ; 

The Iowa Y. M. sees the need of an agent, and voted to have a lady visit 
the churches in the interest of missions another year. Eight auxiliaries raised 
$767.38 for local work which does not enter the report. The secretary ex- 
pressed regrets at the loss of their faithful treasurer (Mrs. McElroy) through 
poor heaith. 

No report from Nebraska. 

We feel that much credit is due our Kansas sisters, as some portions of their 
territory have again suffered from crop failure, and yet there is an increase in 
money raised for missions.

STORER COLLEGE. Harper's Ferry, W. Va. 


Mrs. Lightner reports :— 

While there is necessarily much repetition in an annual report, the experi- 
ences of a year are always new. There was during the year more than the usual 
amount of good work done by the studious ones, while the number of idlers and 
triflers, we hope, was less. The facilities are not all one might wish, but, com- 
pared with former years, we have comforts and even luxuries. That our sanitary 
conditions are excellent is proved by the general good health of the pupils. The 
opening of the new church brought increased responsibilities more than balanced 
by the increased opportunities for usefulness and the pleasure of having a place 
of worship away from the schoolroom. The influence of a school is not to be 
judged solely by the work of its graduates. ‘This is especially true here. Many 
of our pupils have been able to come but a few months, have acquired only the 
rudiments of an education ; yet the influence of the school on their lives is most 
gratifying. One of this class, who has a handsome bank account, in conversation 
with a former schoolmate, attributed his success quite as much to the daily fifteen 
minute talks of the principal as to his work in the classroom. 

““You are looking well,’’ I said to another who had come back after an 
absence of fifteen years to attend our anniversary exercises. 

“One of the things I learned while in school was how to take care of my- 
self,” was the reply. 

“IT stopped going to school too soon,” said another. “I shall always regret 
that ; but I learned how to take care of my health and how to save money.” 

“The economy I had to practise to keep myself in school became a habit, 
and was the means of my getting a good home,” was the testimony of still an- 
other. 

To watch the struggles of a downtrodden race in their efforts to rise is an 
interesting but not always a pleasing spectacle. ‘To distinguish between apparent 
and real progress, to know how to reprove without utterly disheartening the over- 
ambitious, is indeed wisdom. 

“ T want to be speedily elevated,” writes one. ‘To show him that there is no 
such thing as being “ speedily elevated,” that all true advancement is the result of 
hard, untiring labor, to teach him to work on and yet be content—ah! who has 
patience and tact for these things! The good seed is being sown, sumetimes in 
sorrow, but always with hope and faith. If some falls by the wayside, in stony 
ground, or among thorns, much will fall in good ground and yield fruit. 
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Miss Jennie Baker writes :— 

The work of the Domestic Science department has been quite successful the 
past year. We graduated our second class, which numbered seven, from the 
cooking school in March. Beside the graduating class we had a second class 
and several classes of beginners. It has seemed the wisest course to give a year 
or so of rest from cooking to those girls who have been in the department for 
some time, and yet who are too far back in their other studies to graduate from 
domestic science, and to take the new-scholars coming in. By this method all 
receive some instruction in cookery, whether they graduate or not. At anniver- 
sary the graduating class asked to be allowed to give an exhibition of their work 
in cooking. It was very creditable to them, and proved to be very interesting 
to the numerous visitors to the school that day. In sewing we have tried to ex- 
tend our course a little. In addition to the regular work of the sewing-room 
some of the best sewers have done a little fancy work as we have had material to 
do with. We also had lessons on the growth and manufacture of cotton and 
wool. The pupils looked up the subjects, prepared papers, and read them be- 
fore the class. Some of the girls wrote on the blackboard lists of all the different 
articles they knew that were made of cotton or wool. We collected samples of 
as many as we could. Mr. Brackett kindly supplemented the lesson on wool by 
three or four very interesting talks on the subject before the whole school. This 
coming year we expect to take up silk and linen in the same way. ‘The object 
of our work in these branches is not so much to send out cooks and seamstresses 
as to educate our girls and make them intelligent, capable, all-round women. 
There will, perhaps, be only a few who will become adepts in cooking or sewing, 
but the work done in the kitchen and sewing-room will teach the girls to observe 
and to think, will widen their mental horizon, and make their hands more deft, 
so they will do other things better for having done these things well. 


Miss Mary Brackett reports :— 

The last year was our first trial of a new curriculum which adds one year to 
the normal course. Consequently our last graduating class was very small, since 
most of those who would have graduated require another year to complete the 
course. This lengthening of the course was a much needed improvement, and 
is quite practicable now because many students come to us from the public 
schools much farther advanced than any came formerly. This change makes 
our course correspond to that recently recommended by the regents of West 
Virginia to state normal schools. Among the new studies that this additional 
year enables a class to take up are geometry, American and English literature, 
psychology, theory and practice of teaching. Many of you know that our new 
church, thanks to the untiring efforts of Mr. Porter, was dedicated during our 
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last commencement week. Last winter we held our services in the vestry, but 
now we are in possession of the audience room, a lovely, attractive room, whose 
pretty, bright-colored windows give more cheerful light to those of us who have 
sweet memories clustering around New England, because we read upon them the 
names of the societies that gave them—C. E., Topsham, Me.; C. E., Concord, 
N.H.; A. F.C. E., Lewiston, Me.; missionary society, Mt. Vernon St., Lowell, 
Mass. ; A. F. C. E., Lynn, Mass ; young people’s missionary society, Amesbury, 
Mass.; A. C. F., Bangor, Me.; C. E, Portland, Me.; C. E., Elmwood Ave,, 
Providence, R. I. We are glad, too, that another window bears the name of the 
Harper’s Ferry C. E. 

Our needs are many, but the need of endowment exceeds every other. 

Miss E. V. Smith, instead of giving a report of her year’s work in Storer 
College, sends a little sketch of her vacation work. She says, “I Jeft Harper’s 
Ferrv on the 6th of June for Warrenton, Va., where most of my early life was 
spent. I did what I could to induce the parents to send their boys and girls to 
Storer College. I visited Middleburg and Gainesville in the interests of our 
school, telling the advantages it afforded persons of small means to get an edu- 
cation. Many parents are too poor to pay even the small sum needed to send 
their children to school, and unfortunately there are but few places where a boy 
or girl coming to Storer can find work to support himself or herself in term time. 
There are others who would be glad to send their children to us if they knew 
how little it costs to live at Storer College. We greatly need a good agent in the 
field to acquaint the people with the facilities and advantages we offer those de- 
siring to obtain an education.”

Mrs. Smith reports :— 

Sinclair Orphanage.—The other day, while thinking about my report for the 
Orphanage for the year ending June 30, I was wondering what I could write that 
would interest people, when it occurred to me that it is to those interested I am 
to write. The first thought is that of co-working. Working together means in- 
terested in the same work. Some one has said, “ Interested literally means, to 
be among us.’ I have found solid comfort and rest in this view of the case. 
The ladies’ societies or other organizations supporting these children are with 
me in the daily routine of work and the care that neither ends when the night 
comes or the week closes. You know each child should be studied, so as to 
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adapt the instruction given to its particular needs, and the precept upon precept 
required, in order to secure the good of the many as well as of each individual 
child. My mother friends, God help us in this work of rearing the children he 
has given us. 

As a whole, this year has been one of unusual prosperity. After a length- 
ened probation seven girls from the Orphanage, and one village girl belonging to 
the Day School, having given good evidence of change of heart and a fair 
amount of knowledge as to the duties involved in church-membership, were 
baptized and united to the church. There has been much to give us pleasure 
and encouragement, scarcely any cases requiring special discipline, and no serious 
illness among the children. The children at the present writing are thirty-eight, 
ranging from eighteen years to three. Twenty-seven are supported wholly or in 
part by individuals, societies, or other organizations. For the others the support 
comes, and if we do not know by whom, God does, and to the unknown as well 
as the known the promise is sure. 

Day School.—There has been a gradual but unmistakable improvement in 
the Day School as a whole, more cheerful obedience and increased application 
to study among the girls. The teachers of the lower classes have been more 
painstaking. The most valuable prize this year is given to the girl outside the 
Orphanage who will be most regular in attendance. 

The present number of names on the roll is eighty-four, and we have, beside 
Rachel Das, five teachers. The head pundit, Shyamchurm Mahapatra, in charge 
of the highest department, and whose salary is provided for by the government 
grant ; Chandrami Behara, second teacher, belongs to the Haverhill auxiliary, 
and Manana Rantra, the third teacher, to Pittsfield. This last department num- 
bers forty-one, and takes in little ones, some of whom cannot be easily classed ; 
so another is employed who is supported by the True Memorial fund. Anna 
helps in the industrial department. She is the Northwood Ridge or Hill teacher. . 
The four teachers last named received all the education they have in this school, 
and Rachel, too, passed the government examination in the first class before 
entering upon her university course in Calcutta. She has the English classes 
and a general oversight of all the classes below that of the head pundit, beside 
helping me in ways too many to mention here. The inspector, on his last visit, 
wrote most appreciatively of the progress made during the year, and of the 
teaching staff as being particularly efficient. 

Four girls have passed the government examinations ‘in the different 
standards. The Hanson teacher is for the normal class, which is taught out of 
the regular school hours, so that the teachers may attend. 

Bible Women.—The three women supported by your society, together with 
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the four whose support comes from England, have been going about from village 
to village, entering with the words of life wherever they find an open door. Their 
visits are often eagerly looked forward to, and women at once drop their work to 
listen to the “ old, old story.” In four villages prayer meetings are held weekly, 
where more or less women gather. They are taught the Lord’s prayer, the ten 
commandments, with verses here and there from the precious Book, as it is 
judged their circumstances require. They also learn to repeat Christian hymns, 
which the Bible women sing. During the year some of them have gone on 
itinerating trips covering weeks. Everywhere they have found large numbers to 
listen. The Brahmins and other traveling devotees take money before beginning 
their talks. In places our Bible women have not before visited the women say, 
“ Yes, we will hear you talk, but we have no pice (small copper coin) to give 
to-day.” They listen full of wonder as they are told of the gift of salvation from 
sin without money and without price. While none of these have come out and 
openly confessed Christ, we have good evidence that many women living in and 
around Ralasore have renounced idol worship and are trying to serve God. We 
need to pray, dear sisters, much and earnestly for these, lest they again lapse into 
their old ways, which they can easily do so long as they remain in caste. The 
aggregate number of villages visited is 122, and the houses visited 3935. In 
March the Hill Bible woman went with Miss Barnes to Bhudruck, and, the funds 
there being enough to support her, the money let loose here has for the quarter 
_ been given to Mrs. Wyman, who has no fund for Bible work, and was very glad 
of this help. Of the other two women one is the East Otisfield and Sumner 
woman, and one is supported by ladies in California. I would like to give you 
some interesting incidents as they are reported to me ; but must forbear. I trust 
in the coming year to give, from time to time, some of these to the readers of 
the HELPER. 

Miss Hattie Phillips writes :— 

My little Hindu Girls’ Schools have had some unusual experiences the last 
few months. One of the teachers, a Brahmin, who had been in mission employ 
more than a quarter of a century, was suddenly cut down by cholera in Febru- 
ary ; gone before I knew he was ill. The most severe cholera scourge I have 
ever known has cut down several hundreds of lives in Balasore during the past 
four months. One of my schools has been closed for weeks on account of it, 
and not been reopened, as it is a very small one and has no home of its own. 
Should it not reopen, I hope in place of it to use the funds in employing a 
translator to help me in various lines of work greatly needed. During the past 
year a partial record of the attendance of our Christian children on Sabbath ser- 
vice was kept. Finding very few of them had Bibles or Testaments of their own, 
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I sent for and gave out more than fifty Testaments to the most deserving, and 
have been well repaid by the pleasure of seeing these same Testaments appear, 
Sunday after Sunday and at the children’s meetings, neatly covered. Many of 
the children have learned the names of the books of the New Testament, and we 
often have practice in Bible hunting to see who will first find a given passage. I 
feel very grateful to know that a goodly number have formed regular habits of 
Bible reading. 

During the past quarter the children have begun contributing to mission 
work. Our subject for the quarter was Armenia, and we closed with a public 
meeting and a collection for the Armenian sufferers. 

We are sorely in need of temperance work among our people, and I am 
hoping that our English C. E. (English chiefly is the language used) will grad- 
ually develop workers in this line. About a month ago Mrs. Smith and I went 
in a bullock garrie to Bhudruck to attend quarterly meeting. There are very 
few Christians there, and the attendance was small, but the Lord was present 
and blessed us. One of our men, a very earnest, simple: hearted man, in an ear- 
nest prayer said, ‘O Lord, you know what an ignoramus I am ; I don’t know any- 
thing about grammar, do you be my grammar.” 

The woman’s missionary society has been kept up during the year, but, like 
its prototype in the homeland, many fail to pay their dues. A Sunday-school 
teacher’s meeting is maintained with perhaps as good a per cent of attendance 
as the average teacher’s meeting at home can show. 

Miss Scott reports :— 

The work of teaching in the zenanas is much the same as teaching else- 
where, the same thing over and over again. There is little in the lives of zenana 
women to spur them to effort in any direction, and were it not that each visit 
brings with it an opportunity to speak of the things “concerning the King” we 
would sometimes be discouraged in regard to the secular studies of many of the 
pupils, Yesterday, July 9, I found a new dow in a wealthy babu’s house. Her 
arms and ankles were loaded with jewelry, but as she was so shy, her head 
covered with her sari, it was impossible to say what her face was like. Her hus- 
band came into the room, and asked me what I thought of his wife. He told 
me he wanted her to be taught good conduct and manners, household duties, 
cleanliness, nursing, also sewing, especially canvas work, so she could make 
slippers for him. I wonder if the men of this country will ever become unselfish 
enough to feel that women are capable of other things besides honoring and 
serving them. The mother of one of the pupils, who died from cholera some 
time ago, came to me the other day asking if I thought her daughter was with 
God, and what she should do to get to her? I told her I believed her daughter 
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had accepted God’s way of salvation, and she must do the same, then “ the old 
story ’’ was again repeated to her in simple language. 

At the end of the first year of my village schools, Mr. Basu and Rachel Das 
kindly came to examine the children’s lessons, and were highly pleased with the 
progress that some of them had made. Twelve jackets had been made in school 
during the year, chiefly from pieces of the print sent by kind frfends in America. 
These were given as rewards to the largest boys, while the girls got some of the 
dolls sent. The village Sunday-school continues to be well attended. Several 
of the girls of my class in the church Sunday-school have been married, and 
gone to other stations, chiefly Jellasore and Santipore, while others have taken 
their places. My Bible classes for teachers and larger girls in the Orphanage 
continues from week to week. Some of the girls did exceedingly well in a 
written examination on Old Testament history. Each day brings its own oppor- 
tunities for doing something for Him who loved us and gave himself for us. 


MIDNAPORE. 


Missionaries: Dr. Mary Bacheler, Miss Lavina Coombs, Miss Ella M. Butts. 
Miss Butts reports : 

The Woman’s Department of the Bible School——During the last year’s ses- 
‘sion of the Bible School there were seven women in this department. Some of 
them regularly attended the girls’ school, and all came to me daily for a Bible 
lesson. Practical instruction on various domestic subjects was given, and special 
effort was made to impress on the minds and hearts of these women, the impor- 
tance of keeping themselves, by the grace of God, from falling into the sins most 
common among native women. After leaving the Bible School they need careful 
oversight and repeated encouragement ; otherwise many of them are liable to 
neglect their reading, and after a few years forget much that they have learned 
at school. 

The Mission Boys’ School, formerly Zhe Jndustrial School_—There are now 
in this school about forty pupils. Religious instruction is given daily. Three 
Christian boys appeared at the last upper primary examination, and two passed. 
A middle vernacular class has been opened for the two boys in connection with 
the school, and if, after two years’ study, they successfully pass the examination, 
we hope to raise the grade of the school to middle vernacular or middle English. 
A grant of eight rupees per month is received from government for this school. 

Ragged Schools.—Of the twelve schools reported last year one has been 
closed on account of unfaithfulness ot the teacher. The two girls’ schools in the 
city number about fifty pupils. The girls are nearly all very young, none re- 
maining after. reaching the mature age of twelve, and few after passing their tenth 
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birthday. But we try to instill some of the simple, beautiful Bible truths into 
their little hearts, and pray that some of the seed sown may bring forth good 
fruit. Sunday-schools are held for the four schools in town and for three of 
those in the district. 

On Christmas day six schools, including one zenana school now under Miss 
Coombs’s charge, assembled on the veranda of the schoolhouse in the mission 
compound, and a program much like that of a Sunday-school concert was carried 
out, each school taking part. A week later Miss Coombs and I visited the two 
schools near Palasbani, one of which is known as the “ Bessie Peckham School.” 
We stayed at the home of two Christian families in Palasbani, who live in sepa- 
rate apartments of the same mud house. At night we slept in our bullock cart. 
We had the schools come to this house, and, after examining them both in 
secular studies and in the Bible classes, distributed the Christmas bags and 
sweets. 

Miss Lavina Coombs writes :— 

After six years absence from Midnapore I was glad to return to my old field 
and find many of those who had formerly been my helpers in the work still in 
the harness. My coming was none too soon, for the burdens were becoming too 
heavy for those bearing them. I took over the zenana work in January, and_ 
have been pleased to find some of my old pupils still reading ; or, if not reading 
themselves, either their children or some relative going on with their studies and 
so the visits of the teachers kept up and those houses still open to Christian in- 
fluences. 

The number of pupils and teachers remains about the same as last year, but 
there is much change among the pupils as the little wives go to the house of 
their father-in-law, or in the new cares of motherhood the reading is given up ; 
or it may be some stanch Hindu grandfather finds too much Christian teaching, 
and forbids any further study. One whom I long counted a believer died this 
year of pneumonia. Another poor thing who was always glad to have us come, 
seeming to grasp and be happy in the idea of one God who is our Father and a 
loving Jesus who is our Saviour, but who could not rid herself of the inborn 
Hindu idea that she must do something to earn salvation, went off on a pilgrim- 
age, and died of smallpox in Calcutta on her way home. I can but think He 
whom she was reaching after must have guided her to himself. During these six 
months I have visited the little outside churches, where I used to go when the 
ragged schools were in my care; and have attended two sessions of the Mid- 
napore Q. M., also the Balasore Q. M. in March. On this latter trip I visited 
Santipore, Jellasore, and Balasore, beside Metrapore, where the Q. M. was held. 
I was glad to see evidences of steady growth in most of these places. 
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It would not be a fair account of the disposal of my time were I to leave 
out housekeeping and accounts ; for the various departments of work carried on 
and moneys paid out for each one, all of which must oe entered in the proper 
place, takes no small share of the “ hours between,”’ but it is a part of the * all ” 
that is to be done to the glory of God. 

Dr. Mary W. Bacheler reports :— 

Medical work in and out of the dispensary has been carried on as heretofore, 
and with increasing interest. A daily average of ten or fifteen patients does not 
seem high, but when it is remembered that Thursday is considered an’ unlucky 
day to begin treatment, and that patients are requested not to come on Sunday 
unless absolutely necessary, it will readily be seen that on some days the number 
of patients must necessarily be large. As the doctor is compounder as well as 
dispenser, her hands on such days are, to say the least, fully occupied. These 
numbers, however, do not represent the whole attendance at the dispensary, as 
patients are usually accompanied by relatives and friends, sometimes to the 
number of fifteen if it be an interesting case. 

Medical work has both its bright and dark sides. The mornings in the dis- 
pensary are always interesting, sometimes amusing, and sometimes trying. Zenana 
ladies sometimes come to me in closed carriages, drawn by wretched little bay 
ponies in rope harness, as I have no room sufficiently private. Sometimes these 
patients come in palanquins. Another way in which they come is by doofe, an 
inverted rope bed hung over a pole and carried by two or four men. The most 
usual way patients come is in the bullock garrie, a two-wheeled springless cart, 
which travels at the rate of about two miles an hour. I rarely come in from see- 
ing patients without finding garries, covered and uncovered, waiting under the 
trees. Although many of the patients coming to the dispensary are poor and 
from the country, there has been an increasing number of the wealthier class 
from in and out of town. 

The establishing of branch dispensaries to be visited on certain days has for 
a long time been a pet scheme.. There is, at a convenient distance, a portion of 
Midnapore suburbs, where no medical work is being done, and here if the plan 
proves practicable, it may be possible to establish a branch dispensary, where 
preaching and teaching, as well as dispensary work, will be carried on. 

Zenanas.— The Midnapore Zenana Agency,” as it is styled by govern- 
ment, has carried on its work as heretofore with fourteen to seventeen native 
helpers, ten of whom are teachers, and seven companions. During the year 
there have been about two hundred names on the roll, though that of course ex- 
ceeds the number of pupils taught at any one time. The teachers have gone out 
twice daily during the greater part of the year, into nine sections of the town, 
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teaching in six sections in the morning and four in the afternoon, the work in 
one section consisting of a school with morning and evening session. The call- 
ing of the roll, arranging for supplying the places of absentees, and dismissing 
the teachers with a few words of prayer, and sometimes with a helpful text of 
scripture, has been one of the difficult duties. With patients waiting impatiently, 
often sick children crying, and other duties calling loudly for attention, it has not 
always been an easy matter to attend to this, which I have considered of such 
vital importance that other things have had to be postponed to give time twice 
daily to this meeting with the zenana workers. As heretofore, the catechism has 
been taught in every house, and its answers have often formed the basis for serious 
talks with the pupils. The Hindu girl’s lessons are so interrupted by early matri- 
mony thai no high standard of attainment can be reported. Still, in spite of the 
many difficulties which beset the path of the Hindu woman or girl who would 
learn “the three R’s,’”’ commendable progress has in not a few cases been the 
result of persistent, painstaking effort. It is not an uncommon sight to see the 
young mother, with baby on one hand and book in the other, trying to get some 
idea of the lesson, holding the book at arm’s length when the baby snatches at 
it, nursing the child at intervals in vain attempts to have a little peace, suddenly 
pulling her sari down over her face and lowering her voice to a whisper as she 
hears her husband’s approaching step, and sometimes getting so drowsy that 
toward the end of the lesson she can scarcely take in what is said to her. The 
work of visiting each house, examining and talking with each pupil, has been 
greatly interrupted and hindered by medical work. As my mornings are usually 
spent in the dispensary, I have reserved (or tried to) the afternoons for zenana 
work. The zenana population of Midnapore is Mohammedan (using the Hindu- 
stani language) as well as Hindu (using the Bengali language), but there has 
seemed so little possibility of influencing the Mohammedan women, and their 
treatment of the Christian teachers has been such that it has seemed best to drop 
most of the Mohammedan pupils and take on no new ones, but devote all effort 
to the Hindu work. 

During the year the weekly Bible class has been kept up with increasing in- 
terest, and the results of the examinations as read at the yearly meeting showed 
that great pains had been taken to understand and remember the lessons of the 
course. 

When we think of the many homes to which during the past year our 
teachers have carried words of God’s love to mankind, may we not hope that 
many who have been taught have learned that which will help them to better 
living? ‘The promise is sure, and some day, perhaps, it may be permitted to us 
to see the harvest. 





THE MISSIONARY HELPER. 
BHUDRUCK. 

Miss Emilie Barnes reports :— 

From my last report until Jan. 1, 1896, my work was in Sinclair Orphanage. 
I had several classes in the sewing department. In my classes there were over 
forty girls who came five days in the week toa sew, some for an hour, others for 
half an hour. While this knowledge of the use of the needle is of great value, 
there are other and more important gains than this ; for many of these girls, had 
their parents lived, would have had nothing of the moral training and Bible 
teaching which they receive while in the Orphanage. The month of January I 
spent doing cold season work in and around Bhudruck. I had with me two 
faithful Bible women, Rebecca and Rutni. Including the month of January and 
the last three months we have visited nineteen villages, some of them many 
times. A great many women have listened to the Christian hymns and the 
gospel story of grace. The large Bible pictures, particularly those illustrating the 
miracles of Jesus, have been a real help. All readily admit that they are sinners, and 
understand the shedding of blood for the remission of sins, as the Hindus sacrifice 
sheep and goats to their idols. The great thing is to get them to understand 
that only the blood of Jesus Christ can cleanse from sin. In one place about 
thirty-two were listening ; of these six seemed to take in every word. As they 
heard the way of eternal life, they began to shed tears and said, “ If we do not 
search for God now, at the time of death we shall not be able to find him.” 
Sometimes when the men are at home they quote the Hindu Shastras and wish 
to argue. This is a hindrance, for they feel themselves very important and often 
say, ‘It is useless to talk with the women, they are ignorant and do not under- 
stand.” 

We well know they are ignorant, but we also know many do understand the 
simple gospel, and some we have reason to believe are convinced in their hearts 
that Christ is the only Saviour. The caste system is the great hindrance to their 
openly confessing him, for they would be turned out of home and caste at once. 
Not long ago we went to a village we had never visited before. At the first 
house the women were afraid of us, and would not come near, but listened round 
the corner ot the house. Very soon one, a little less fearful than the rest, came 
nearer and said, ‘‘ O, ] know why you have come here, the government gave the 
order and pay you for coming.” My faithful Bible woman replied, ‘ No the 
government has nothing to do with it. God gave the order, and that is why we 
have come.” 

One village where we go the people know our little Christian community 
very well, and know their faults too, and do not hesitate to mention them. This 
is the way my Bible woman answered them one day: “‘ What you say is true.” 
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Then, holding up her hand, said, ‘‘ You have five fingers on one hand, haven’t 
you ?”’—“ Yes,” They are not all the same length? ’—* No.”—“ Neither are 
all Christians the same height.” 

Last week I found a house -in a Hindu village where permission was given 
to hold a Sunday-school on the veranda. We began yesterday, July 19, with 
sixteen scholars ; while some of the mothers stood by, listening. As in the days 
ot our Lord, the common people nearly always hear the gospel gladly. 





As we read the reports of our workers, God help us to feel the needs of the 
work, and heed the loud calls for more laborers. We should never for one 
moment forget that the efficiency of the work largely depends on our faithfulness 
to do our part in obeying the last command of our Lord. We all have reason 
for rejoicing and giving thanks as we read our treasurer’s report for the year. 
Let it be a thankfulness that shall spur us to greater endeavor in the service of 
the King. How many of us during the past year have done all we could? 

My sisters, what shall we render unto the Lord for all his benefits toward 
us?

REPORTS OF SECRETARIES OF CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 
[Mrs. Dexter for New England. ] 


Durinc the past year God has blessed and led us on our way. Children’s 
secretaries have been appointed for every state. They report as follows: 

Mrs.Newell of Maine writes, ‘‘ During the year I have been able to learn some- 
thing of the children’s mission work in eleven of the seventeen quarterly meetings. 
Many of the junior societies or bands are either taking shares in Miss Barnes’s 
salary, supporting a child in India, or helping in a general way. There is quite 
an amount of work done and money raised by the children in places where there 
is no organized society.” 

Mrs. Grant of New Hampshire writes that she has written twice to each of 
the quarterly meeting secretaries, but has received no answers. However, she 
knows that several of the societies have taken shares in Miss Barnes’s salary. One 
or two societies are supporting children in the Orphanage. At the yearly meet- 
ing, the woman’s auxiliary instructed their secretary to write to the quarterly 
meeting secretarits, asking them to suggest to each church that the children’s 
state secretary be invited to speak to the children of their church on the subject 
of miss‘ons, interesting them in Miss Barnes especially, and organizing children’s 
mission societies where there are none. In the spring there was held at Roches- 
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ter a missionary basket convention, to which the children of the New Durham 
Quarterly Meeting and immediate vicinity were invited. It proved quite a suc- 
cess, nearly a hundred children being present. Later a missionary picnic was 
held at the Flume in Milton. 

Mrs. Burgin writes that they have appointed Mrs. Waterman as the children’s 
secretary of Vermont. Thinks she will do excellent work, as she is very much 
interested in the children. | 

Mrs. Fletcher writes that on account of sickness she has not been able to do 
anything in Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Denney of the Mt. Vernon St. church, Lowell, reports that the children 
have raised about one hundred dollars, twenty-five of which goes for missions. 

Mrs. Roberts of Rhode Island writes: ‘Children’s mission work is being 
carried on in nearly all of our larger churches, and the children are, with the 
young people of this association, paying the salary of their own missionary in 
India, Miss Beebee Phillips. Much interest is taken in her work and support. 
We have at present nine junior societies and two mission bands in which the 
children’s work is being done; and also in one church where there is no chil- 
dren’s society, the missionary committee of the C. E. are interesting the children 
and helping them to raise money for this work. In a small church the members 
of the Sunday-school are supporting a boy in India. The membership of the 
juniors and bands is 396. Money raised by the children during the year for 
missions is $266.15. It has been raised largely by collection in meetings and 
missionary entertainments, although in several societies the envelope system is 
used and also mite-boxes, the most novel ideas reported being a missionary 
excursion given by children, and a missionary doll bearing a bag and named 
Beebee Phillips, who is passed around to get collections.” 

At the beginning of the year cards were printed and circulated throughout 
the states. In this way we have given every child an opportunity to do some- 
thing in the line of missions. I thank God for his help, and pray that in the 
future I may be a better and more efficient worker for the lambs he has intrusted 
to my care.

[ Mrs. Mosher for the West.] 

The report of the children’s work in the West may seem a series of nega- 
tives, an account of perplexities rather than of achievement. During the year I 
have written between seventy-five and a hundred letters on this subject, to a few 
of which have I received responses. I have not visited gerieral gatherings, owing 
usually to the expense incident to a long journey. It has been almost impossible 
to get names of those officially appointed in children’s work. If the yearly 
meetings appoint they do not report to me, consequently my correspondence

has been with private individuals. There are children’s bands in flourishing 
condition, but far apart and necessarily working on local plans. 

The distances are a noticeable hindrance. When it requires a journey as 
far as from extreme Rhode Island to the center of Maine to attend one’s own 
association, it is not strange that our F. B. women sometimes hesitate to attend 
associations in neighboring states that require perhaps a journey as long as from 
Hillsdale to New England. Moreover, it is a hindrance to us in the children’s 
work that we have no general assembly, like the meetings at Ocean Park, where 
those interested can meet and receive instruction, and even children from various 
localities gather and carry home the mission spirit. One needs only to be away 
a few summers from Ocean Park to realize its great helpfulness. I sincerely 
hope the treasurer and HELPER may show some results of the efforts made to 
interest Western children. 

And now what can be suggested to better the condition? An ideal secretary 
should aim to have in each Y. M. a state superintendent, in each Q. M. an as- 
sistant superintendent, and in every church a mission band. For this purpose 
she should travel, visiting Y. M’s and Q. M’s, following up those visits by con- 
stant correspondence. ‘The traveling expenses, which neither the society nor a 
private individual can assume, preclude such an ideal. Will not the board of 
managers consider how the children’s secretary may be more efficient, ard give 
her direction just what her specific work shall be, remembering that it constantly 
comes in contact with junior A. C. F’s, Sunday-schools, mission circles, and other 
local organizations. Might it not be suggested to yearly and quarterly meetings 
to invite the children’s secretary at their expense to visit and address the asso- 
ciation on the importance of the work? 

With these complaints and suggestions I leave the matter in your hands, 
hoping solely for the good of the cause and waiving personal consideration. 
Your action, whether retaining the children’s secretary of the West or not, will 
meet with ready acquiescence. FRANCES STEWART MOSHER.

REPORT OF PUBLISHING AGENT OF THE “MISSIONARY HELPER.” 


THE enthusiasm that was manifested for the MissionARy HELPER at Winne- 
bago in the fall of ’95 was an auspicious opening of what has proven to be a 
successful year. Eighty new subscriptions were pledged at that time, and inter- 
est was awakened that has resulted in many more. Our magazine has felt a 
decided benefit from the conference of Eastern and Western workers. 

The nineteenth volume opened January, 1896, with an enlarged form and 
various minor improvements. That these changes were welcome to subscribers 
has been made apparent by the many words of commendation that have been 
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received. More illustrations have been used this year than formerly, and we 
believe that yet more would add to the usefulness of our magazine. The most ap- 
parent need, the one thing that we must have to secure best resulis for the 
mechanical part of our magazine, is a better quality of paper. This would add 
to the expense of printing, and it has not been deemed advisable to increase 
expenses while the income from subscriptions failed to meet current expenses. 
Yet we believe that the time has come, when, to enable our magazine to maintain 
its position, it is absolutely necessary that this improvement be made. 

A suggestion received from a Western worker, that a call be sent out for 
names of persons to whom a sample copy of the HELPER might be sent, was 
acted upon, and the response was gratifying in the number and widely scattered 
location of names received, resulting in the circulation of seven hundred extra 
copies of the May issue. ‘The apparent result of this seed-sowing was a sufficient 
number of new names received to pay expense incurred, and we believe that yet 
further increase of subscriptions will Le realized in the near future. 

Our financial standing is more favorable than last year, the deficit being 
considerably less than in ’g5. Our subscription list has made an encouraging 
gain. Many state, yearly meeting, quarterly meeting, and local church agents 
have been untiring in their efforts to increase the circulation of our magazine. 
States agents are at work in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, New York, Ohio, Michigan, Iowa, and Kansas, and in other states 
the work is being cared for by interested workers. 

Our watchword for ’97 was first given at Ocean Park last August. Five 
thousand subscribers for 1897. We take it up here and purpose to sound it so 
frequently and continuously and universally that it will become an inspiration to 
all our friends. This ideal five thousand might easily become a reality if we 
would only work for it. Surely five thousand subscribers for our only missionary 
periodical among eighty thousand Free Baptists need not long be merely a thing 
dreamed of and wished for. And yet it can only become a reality as the result 
of earnest, aggressive effort.

As I have been from state to state in the past two years, it has been a grate- 
ful surprise to be received with such cordiality by comparative strangers. It has 
made me feel at home everywhere and at once. “I know you through the Mis- 
SIONARY HELPER,” is the general greeting. Young people have said, ‘‘ Mother 
takes the HELPER, so I feel acquainted with you,” and one very small reader 


gravely informed me that he liked the HELPER, but he wished it was all stories !

As I pondered over this cordial welcome and happy home feeling, in con- 
nection with the MissiloNARY HELPER, I wondered if it were merely the friendli- 
ness of a social “at home,” when we taste our hostess’ cakes and tea and 
pronounce them good, talking always of “ yours” or “ mine,” not ows; or is it 
the ideal friendliness of the family circle and daily bread which we share equally, 
help provide, and find sweet with the sense of comradeship and mutual service. 
I love to think the latter. 

If the MisstionARY HELPER is ours, what is it for, and what are some of our 
duties and privileges concerning it. There are several obvious ones which speak 
for themselves. If they did not, my better half in HELPER work, Mrs. Andrews 
of Rhode Island, could voice them much more satisfactorily than I. But I wish 
to call your attention especially to the HELPER as the medium of keeping at 
home with our missionaries, and of retaining their home feeling for us. It has 
other equally important service, such as binding us to our faithful workers and 
vital work at Harper’s Ferry, continuing ‘the neighborliness of Eastern and 
Western auxiliaries, and giving monthly glimpses of the labors of love in different 
countries, for we are all one, in a way. But just now I wish to speak of the 
HELPER in its relation to the friends in India. 

{f you should work hard all day for a friend and then go to the telephone to 
call her up to tell her about that work and ask if she were satisfied, and there 
should be no response, yet you should discover next day that she was there all 
the time, only she wasn’t interested, or was tired, or reading a book, you would 
feel justly grieved and discouraged. But this is what we do when our mission- 
aries call, to us through the HELPER and we pay no attention. They are warm- 
hearted, human, and loving like ourselves. They need our sympathy and words of 
cheer. It was they who first called for a magazine, feeling the great need of 
keeping in touch with home workers. They go to India gladly and do their 
work well, but the going and the doing are the complement of the sending and 
the giving. Are we doing our halt gladly and well? Is there mutual sympathy 
and understanding? We cannot often meet them face to face, but we can have 
an intelligent idea of their life, work, hopes, and surroundings, if we will. Mr. 
Stiles recently wrote, “The HELPER is a helper indeed. I wish that all the 
ladies took it and read it to their husbands; we should then have a great deal 
more intelligent interest in the mission work.” Ad the ladies. Let us see: It is 
claimed that there are 80,000 communicants in the Free Baptist denomination. 
We will be modest and call the number 50,000. It is also claimed that two- 
thirds of the church-members are women. This time we will be very modest 
and say 30,000 women in our denomination. We women have eight mission- 
aries in India and 30,000 people at least to support and encourage them. Only

one direct organ of communication and 30,000 people to sustain it! Yet we 
ask only 5000 subscribers for the Missionary HELPER to put it on a substantial, 
self-supporting basis. Is it asking much? 

A woman who was greatly opposed to foreign missions and the MIssIONARY 
HELPER examined one copy simply to please a friend. An article in that one 
number converted her. ‘“‘ What can I do to make up for lost time,” she wailed. 
Last year she gave fifty dollars, which she earned herself, to missions, and 
she is a most enthusiastic worker for the wider usefulness of the HELPER. This 
is only one of many proofs that it pays, and that it practically aids our workers 
in India. 

When we read those letters from the field, is it merely for the moment’s 
entertainment, or do we try to see the writer in her own environment, and the 
work through her eyes. Sometimes you glance over the pages and say, ‘“‘ I guess 
there isn’t anything very interesting here ; not worth while to read it,” but if you 
knew that that letter was written with a real heart-cry to keep in fellowship with 
you and me although so far away, written in a house closed tightly from all out- 
side air, the thermometer registering go degrees in the room, and the perspiration 
actually dropping upon the letter from the face of the writer, as one woman has 
told me, would it seem more worth while? Mrs. Smith’s last letter in the 
HELPER was written at 11 o’clock at night after a hard day. She said, “ My 
writing table is in my bedroom with pen, ink, and paper at hand. In this way I 
catch a few moments now and then.” This from an active missionary nearly 
seventy years of age. She adds, recurring to the trials of the evening, ‘“ What 
should we do if we could not pray? ‘There are times when it seems as if every 
breath must be a prayer.’”’ Did we pray with and for her? 

If Dr. Mary Bacheler, well-nigh overwhelmed with cares, fighting fever in 
herself and in others, fainting for a breath of the Hills, which, thank God, she 
has since bad; having treated patients at the rate of 1900 in six months, at- 
tended to zenana, Sunday-school, and temperance work, Bible women and 
housekeeping, if at the end of a day in the hot season she could be sufficiently 
interested in ws to write us a letter, surely we should read it with the affectionate 
and responsive interest of a personal friend. Miss Barnes writes from a station 
where there are only three white people, including herself, and ten Christian 
families in a heathen city, and she asks our prayers. 

Jessie Hooper of New Brunswick, now in Salvation Army Rescue work, out 
of her busy days full of holy, heart-breaking service, takes: time to write to the 
HELPER a plea for a widows’ home in India. Surely we can meet all of these 
half way. 

And, if the letters do not always seem interesting, help make them so. Write 
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and tell them what you want to know. Ask them to answer through the HELPER. 
Tell them how much you appreciate their work, and see if it will not bring a 
bright response. 

Pray for the Missionary HELPER, that it may be blessed in its golden mission 
of linking the workers here and there and of enlisting unawakened workers. 
Pray that it may be in more homes this year, and will not you help answer that 
prayer to-day? 

Christ is always at home to us. He is never too busy, or weary, or far away 
to listen to a whole-souled petition. Many atime he comes to us with a little 
service to perform, or a thought to think out, or a kindness to confer, and we 
are not at home, for we do not recognize him in anything we deem so small. 
O the blessings turned aside! Let us not fail to be heartily “ at home ”’ to all 
that is helping to carry his message to the world, whether it be our MIssIONARY

EXCHANGE. 


STANDING where the years meet and part, and looking backward upon the 
record of a twelvemonth, there is rarely lacking something of disappointment 
and regret mingled with whatever we may find of encouragement and rejoicing. 
So in our “ Bureau ” work we see fair possibilities, plans and hopes yet unfulfilled, 
while at the same time we gladly recognize the fact that this branch of mission- 
ary service has gained a somewhat higher plane, and is better equipped for 
future usefulness than ever before. 

During the year past there has been a tendency toward enlargement in 
nearly every direction. The calls have been more numerous, the receipts a little 
larger, and expenditures larger still. And with this last item lies perhaps our 
best encouragement for the future. In this age, every enterprise essentially re- 
quires up-to-date tools, machinery, or stock in trade for any efficient service or 
successful achievement. 

Both departments of the “‘ Bureau ”’ have recently received a considerable 
amount of such greatly needed replenishings. From many sources supplies have 
been gathered—fresh, attractive, varied, to meet varying needs and requirements. 
Among these are dialogs, musical exercises, stories, poems, songs, anthems, 
responsive exercises, Bible readings, collection exercises, and others together 
with papers on many topics. And these exercises are both simple and elaborate, 
with costumes and without costumes, and suitable for many occasions—for 
monthly meetings, for Sunday scho»! concerts, for entertainments, to awaken 
interest and replenish the treasury, for Christmas services, children’s day, thank- 
offering meetings, etc.

Mrs. Schwarz reports from her 
department: “I wish to report for my department that a large number of calls 
for supplies and helps for missionary meetings have been received and answered 
as well as resources permitted ; am pleased to say that I now have a new supply 
of leaflets, etc., quite varied and carefully selected, which I hope will prove satis- 
factory and helpful to all who are in need of such help.”
